SERIES NOTES AGAINST NEW YORK 

• Saturday’s game will be the 64th regular-season meeting between the clubs, and the 73rd 
all-time meeting in all competitions. 

• The Revs lead the all-time regular-season series, compiling a 26-22-15 record against the 
Red Bulls, who were known as the MetroStars from 1996-2005. 

• The Revs have an 18-5-7 record at home against the Red Bulls, inlcuding an 11-2-6 record 
against them at Gillette Stadium. 

• From June 29, 2002 until June 8, 2014, the Revs were 11-0-6 in 17 regular-season games 
against New York in Foxborough. 

• On the road, the Revs are 8-17-8 against New York all time in the MLS regular season, 
including an 0-5-1 record at Red Bull Arena. 

• The Revs are 1-6-4 in their last 11 regular-season meetings against New York, including 1-4-3 
against the Red Bulls under Jay Heaps. 

• Saturday’s match is the first of three regular-season meetings between the two clubs this year 
with the Revs visiting Red Bull Arena on July 11 and New York returning to Foxborough for a 
midweek game on Sept. 16. 

• New England and New York have met in the postseason four times - all since 2003 - and the 
Revs have eliminated New York on each occasion. The clubs’ most recent playoff encounter 
was in the 2014 Eastern Conference Championship, which the Revs won 4-3 on aggregate. 

• In eight all-time playoff games against New York, the Revolution are 4-1-3 and have allowed 
more than a single goal just once. 


LAST REGULAR-SEASON MEETING: New York 2, New England 1 
August 2, 2014 at Red Bull Arena (Harrison, N.J.) 


HARRISON, N.J. - Charlie Davies scored his first MLS goal since 2011 and gave the New England 
Revolution a halftime lead, but the New York Red Bulls scored two second-half goals while down a 
man to claim a 2-1 win at Red Bull Arena. Davies’ goal in the 20th minute was his first-ever for the 
Revs and first for any club since Sept. 10, 2011. Playing with a 1-0 lead, New England also went up 
a man in first-half stoppage time when New York defender Matt Miazga was shown a straight red 
card for a midfield tackle on Lee Nguyen. However, the Revs surrendered the equalizer two minutes 
after the break through Dax McCarty and then the go-ahead goal in the 63rd minute through Brad¬ 
ley Wright-Phillips before holding on for a 2-1 victory.

• Andy Dorman has two goals and two assists in 15 appearances against New York. 
Dorman’s last goal against the Red Bulls came on July 7, 2007, in a 1-0 win at Giants 
Stadium. 

• Diego Fagundez has two goals in seven appearances against New York. Fagundez last 
scored in the team’s 2-2 draw on Oct. 5, 2013. 

• Lee Nguyen has two goals in eight appearances against New York. Nguyen scored the 
game-winner on July 8, 2012, in Foxborough, and added a penalty-kick goal on Oct. 5, 
2013. 

• Chris Tierney has three assists in 11 appearances against New York - including the 
game-winning assist on July 8, 2012, which is New England’s last regular-season win 
over the Red Bulls. 

• Teal Bunbury has one goal and two assists in eight appearances against New York. 
Bunbury recorded his lone assist with the Revs on Aug. 2, 2014. While playing with 
Sporting Kansas City, Bunbury scored one goal - the game-winner on Oct. 15, 2011 - 
and added an assist. 

• Charlie Davies has one goal in three appearances against New York. Davies scored in 
his only appearance against the Red Bulls with the Revs on Aug. 2, 2014. The goal was 
also Davies’ first as a member of the Revolution The other two appearances came with 
D.C. United in 2011. 

• Bobby Shuttleworth is 2-4-3 against New York, with a 1.75 goals against average and 
one shutout. 

• Brad Knighton is 2-0-1 in three starts against New York, with a 1.00 goals against aver¬ 
age. He has made one appearance against the Red Bulls each with New England (T), 
Philadelphia (W) and Vancouver (W). Knighton’s MLS debut came with New England 
against New York on March 28, 2009, a 1-1 draw at Giants Stadium.

• Charlie Davies scored both goals in the 2-2 draw with New York in the second leg of the 
Eastern Conference Championship (ECC) at Gillette Stadium on Nov. 29, 2014 to send 
the Revs to MLS Cup for the first time since 2007. 

• Chris Tierney has two assists in two postseason appearances against New York. He set 
up both of Davies’ goals in the 2-2 draw with New York in the second leg of the Eastern 
Conference Championship at Gillette Stadium on Nov. 29, 2014. 

• Scott Caldwell also had an assist in that game, helping to set up has Davies’ game-tying 
goal. He has played in two postseason games against New York. 

• Lee Nguyen had two assists against the Red Bulls in the 2014 ECC. The first came on 
Jermaine Jones’ game-winning goal in the first leg on Nov. 23, 2014 and the second 
came on Charlie Davies’ game-tying goal in the second leg on Nov. 29, 2014. 

• Teal Bunbury had a goal and an assist in the 2-1 win in the first leg at Red Bull Arena on 
Nov. 23,2014. 

• Jermiane Jones scored one goal - the game-winner - and registered one assist in the 
2-1 win in the first leg of the ECC at Red Bull Arena on Nov. 23, 2014.

TEAM NOTES 


REVS LOOK TO STAY HOT AT HOME 

After equalling the club record home unbeaten streak last weekend, the Revs will 
look extend that mark to a club record 13 games on Saturday night when they host 
New York. Dating back to July 30,2014 when they beat Colorado 3-0, the Revs are 
unbeaten in their last 12 home games, going 9-0-3 in that time. This is the second 
time that the Revs have had a 12-game home unbeaten streak in their history. The 
first run began on September 18,2004 and ran through July 27,2005, and included 
a 4-2 win over New York on June 25,2005. 

During the Revs’ current 12-game home unbeaten streak, which is the second-lon¬ 
gest current home unbeaten streak in MLS, the club has outscored their opponents 
21 - 6 . 

Including the MLS Cup Playoffs, the Revs have already eclipsed the club record for 
the longest home unbeaten streak at 14 games, going 10-0-4 since July 30, which 
includes a 1-0-1 mark in the postseason at Gillette Stadium. 

HEAPS OVER .500 FOR THE FIRST TIME 

Revolution head coach Jay Heaps is in his fourth season in charge of the club that 
he played for from 2001 until his retirement after the 2009 season. Already the sec¬ 
ond longest tenured coach in club history, Heaps has increased the club’s win total 
in each of his first three seasons, leading the Revs to nine wins in 2012 (after a club 
record low of five wins in 2011, Steve Nicol’s final season in charge), 14 in 2013 and 
17 last season, tying a club record. Following last weekend’s 4-0 win over Real Salt 
Lake, Heaps now has a 44-43-23 regular-season record and has better than a .500 
winning percentage for the first time in his coaching career. 

Only the second coach (besides Nicol) to lead the Revs to the postseason on 
multiple occasions, Heaps entered the 2015 campaign as the fifth longest tenured 
coach in MLS. Only Bruce Arena (LA Galaxy), Ben Olsen (D.C. United), Sigi Schmid 
(Seattle Sounders FC) and Peter Vermes (Sporting Kansas City) have been with 
their respective clubs longer. 

In 41 regular season and postseason games against New York as a player, Heaps 
had five goals and four assists and helped the Revs knock New York out of the 
playoffs in 2003,2005 and 2007. However, since becoming the Revs’ head coach, 
he is just 1-4-3 against the Red Bulls in the regular season, though his team did 
beat New York in the Eastern Conference Championship last season, winning 4-3 on 
aggregate. 

FIRST PLACE ON THE LINE 

As a result of New York’s 1-1 draw with Colorado on Wednesday night, the Revs will 
enter the weekend in a tie with D.C. United for first place in the Eastern Conference. 
Both teams have 14 points, with the Revs going 4-2-2 compared to a 4-1-2 mark 
for United, who host Columbus on Saturday night. The Red Bulls, who are the only 
team in MLS without a loss this season, are one point behind New England and D.C. 
with 13 points from a 3-0-4 record. 

While the Red Bulls own the longest current unbeaten streak in MLS at seven, the 
Revs are just one behind, as they have not lost any of their last six games, going 
4-0-2 with 10 goals scored and two allowed since opening the year at 0-2-0. 

EARLY-SEASON UNBEATEN STREAK... AGAIN 

For the second consecutive season, the Revolution have managed to climb to the 
top of the Eastern Conference standings on the back of an early season unbeaten 
streak. The Revs are 4-0-2 in their last six games for all 14 of their points through 
the first two months of the season, having last lost on March 15 against NYC FC. 

In 2014, New England opened the season with a 1-3-1 record before going unbeat¬ 
en in their next seven games, going 6-0-1 to take 19 of a possible 21 points between 
April 12 and May 24, including back-to-back wins over Seattle and Philadelphia 
where the side netted five goals in each game. However, that streak, which is tied as 
the second longest unbeaten streak in club history, came to an end on May 31 when 
the Revs suffered a 2-0 defeat in Montreal, starting a club record eight-game losing 
streak. 
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TEAM NOTES 


FARRELL NOMINATED FOR MLS PLAYER OF THE MONTH 

Revolution defender Andrew Farrell has been nominated for the Etihad Airways MLS 
Player of the Month award for April. Farrell played all 360 minutes of the Revs’ four 
games during the month in central defense, helping the club compile a 3-0-1 record 
and move to the top of the Eastern Conference standings. In those four games, the 
Revolution recorded three shutouts and conceded just a single goal, with that com¬ 
ing from a set piece. 

Farrell is looking to become just the second Revolution player to be named the MLS 
Player of the Month since the start of the 2006 MLS season, joining Lee Nguyen, 
who was selected the Player of the Month for October 2014. In addition to Nguyen, 
the only other Revolution players ever to be selected as the MLS Player of the 
Month are Clint Dempsey (April 2005), Pat Noonan (October 2003), Taylor Twellman 
(May 2002 and September 2005) and Walter Zenga (September 1997). 

For the season, Farrell is the only Revolution field player to appear in all 720 
minutes of the club’s eight regular-season games. After spending much of his first 
two seasons as a right back, Farrell has been used solely in central defense this 
season, helping the Revs keep four clean sheets in their first eight games while 
conceding an average of less than a goal per game. Farrell has committed just two 
fouls all season long while winning more than 75 percent of his tackles. 

REVOLUTION MAN OF THE MONTH TO BE ANNOUNCED THIS WEEKEND 

In addition to being nominated for the MLS Player of the Month award, Farrell is 
also one of four Revolution players up for the Santander Man of the Month award 
for April. Farrell is joined by fellow nominees Juan Agudelo, Teal Bunburyand Bobby 
Shuttleworth, all of whom were selected as the Santander Man of the Match during 
the month of April. 

Since the start of the 2014 season, none of this month’s nominees have ever taken 
home the club’s Man of the Month award with Lee Nguyen taking home the honor 
four times, Diego Fagundez doing so twice ane Kevin Alston and Kelyn Rowe each 
doing so once. 

A FANTASTIC FOUR 

After scoring zero or two goals in each of their first seven games this season, the 
Revolution attack broke out last weekend, scoring four times in a 4-0 win over Real 
Salt Lake. The four goals were the most scored by the Revs since tallying five in 
consecutive games against Seattle and Philadelphia in May 2014. All-time, the Revs 
are now 26-1-1 when scoring four or more goals in a game compared to 0-43-1 
when allowing four or more. 

The only time that New England, who are 8-11-8 in their next regular-season game 
after scoring four in a contest, lost a game in which they scored four times was on 
Sept. 17,2005 when they fell 5-4 to New York at Giants Stadium. Six years later, on 
Sept. 7,2011, the Revs played to a 4-4 draw with Philadelphia at PPL Park. 

TIERNEY’S FIRST OF THE SEASON A RARITY 

Revolution defender Chris Tierney scored his first goal of the 2015 season on 
Saturday, curling a right-footed shot into the corner of the net in the 39th minute to 
put the Revs up 1-0. That goal would prove to be the game-winner and later one of 
five nominees for the MLS Goal of the Week. 

While Tierney often sees his goals nominated for the Goal of the Week, last week¬ 
end’s strike was rare in that it was the first time he had scored a goal with his right 
foot. Predominantly a left-footed player, the Revolution left back now has 10 goals in 
his MLS career, scoring eight times in the regular season and twice in the MLS Cup 
Playoffs, including a late equalizer against LA in MLS Cup 2014. Since opening his 
goal account on September 4,2010 with a headed goal in a 3-1 win over Seattle, 
Tierney had seen seven of his goals scored with his left foot and two with his head 
before striking with his right against Real Salt Lake. 

While he has never scored a goal against the Red Bulls, Tierney does have five as¬ 
sists in 13 games against them, including two in the second leg of the 2014 Eastern 
Conference Championship at Gillette Stadium. 


AGUDELO BOTH CREATES AND FINISHES 

Juan Agudelo had a goal and an assist against Real Salt Lake last weekend, 
setting up Chris Tierney’s game-winner in the 39th minute and then doubling his 
team’s lead four minutes later. The goal was Agudelo’s second of the season, 
moving him into a tie with Charlie Davies and Kelyn Rowe for the team lead 
while the assist was his first with the Revs since he set up a Jose Goncalves 
goal in a 1-0 Revolution win at Montreal on October 10,2013 as the Revs were 
chasing a playoff berth. 

A former Red Bulls Homegrown player, Agudelo had registered a goal and an 
assist in the same game just once before last weekend. That came as a member 
of Chivas USA on March 24,2013, two months before he was traded to New 
England, in a 4-1 win over Chicago. The forward first recorded an assist on 
Edgar Mejia’s only MLS goal to put Chivas USA up 1-0 before making the score 
3-1 himself in the 75th minute. 

CALDWELL FINALLY GETS ON THE SCORESHEET 

Revolution midfielder Scott Caldwell scored the first goal of his MLS career last 
weekend, scoring his team’s fourth in the 84th minute to complete a 4-0 win 
over Real Salt Lake. Caldwell, who tied a career-high with two shots and one 
shot on goal in that game, while also committing a career-high six fouls, had not 
scored in any of his first 62 regular-season games before last weekend. Entering 
that game, only Andrew Farrell, Avery John and Rusty Pierce had played more 
games in the field for the Revs without scoring a goal. 

Caldwell also assisted on Charlie Davies’ 50th minute header in the win over 
RSL for his first win of the year. The Braintree, Mass, native now has five 
regular-season assists for the Revs to go along with two in the playoffs, including 
one on Davies’ 70th minute series-clinching goal in the 2014 Eastern Confer¬ 
ence Championship. 

While he has not been known for his goal scoring acumen since first signing with 
the Revs in 2013, Caldwell was a prolific goal scorer at the University of Akron, 
scoring 20 goals and adding 22 assists in four years with the Zips, including the 
only goal in their 1-0 win over Louisville to win the 2010 College Cup. 

The last time a Revolution player scored a first-ever career goal was on May 
3,2014 in a 2-1 Revs win at Toronto FC when current NYC FC forward Patrick 
Mullins struck in the 24th minute to make the score 1-1. 

DAVIES BACK ON THE SCORESHEET 

Charlie Davies scored for the second consecutive game on Saturday, tallying the 
Revs’ third goal in the win over RSL. After opening his season account the week 
before in Philadelphia, Davies is now tied with Juan Agudelo and Kelyn Rowe for 
the team lead in scoring with two goals. 

Davies, who originally joined the Revs late in the 2013 season, scored the first 
goal of his Revolution career on August 2,2014 in a 2-1 defeat to New York at 
Red Bull Arena. In the club’s next game, Davies once again gave the Revs a 
1-0 lead en route to a 1-1 draw with the Portland Timbers at Gillette Stadium on 
August 16. The Revs are now 3-1-1 when Davies scores in the regular season, 
winning each of the last three times he has done so. 

In the 2014 MLS Cup Playoffs, Davies became the first Revolution player to 
score multiple goals in a home playoff game, scoring twice in the second leg of 
the Eastern Conference Championship agianst the Red Bulls to help send the 
Revs back to MLS Cup. 

In 60 MLS regular season and postseason games, Davies now has 20 goals and 
six assists with nine goals and five assists coming in 34 games with the Revs. 
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SPREADING OUT THE SCORING 

The Revolution head into this weekend’s game with 10 goals in their first eight 
games of the season, leaving them tied with four other teams for the sixth most 
goals in MLS this season. Those 10 goals have come from seven different 
players, tying the Revolution with LA Galaxy for the highest number of differ¬ 
ent goal scorers on the season. The Revs’ total includes three players - Juan 
Agudelo, Charlie Davies and Kelyn Rowe - who each have two goals, and four 
players - Teal Bunbury, Scott Caldwell, Lee Nguyen and Chris Tierney - who 
have each scored once. Additionally, no team in MLS has seen as many different 
players register an assist this season with nine players accounting for the club’s 
10 assists. Only Rowe has more than one this season with his assist on Scott 
Caldwell’s goal against RSL making him the 10th Revolution player all-time to 
record 20 assists for the club. Columbus is second in the league with eight differ¬ 
ent players recording assists so far this season. 

This balanced distribution of statistics is nothing new for the Revs. Last season, 
14 different players scored a regular-season goal for the club, tying for the 
second-most goal scorers among all MLS teams with Colorado, Chicago and 
Portland also having 14 different scorers. Only Philadelphia had more scor¬ 
ers with 15. The Revs were also near the top of MLS with 15 different players 
recording an assist for the club last season. Only Philadelphia (with 17) had 
more players, while Colorado, D.C., Montreal and Portland also had 15 different 
players with at least one assist. 

MORE CHANGES IN DEFENSE - BUT THE RESULT STAYS THE SAME 

Through the first eight games of the regular season, the Revolution have used 
six different defensive combinations in front of goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth, 
but despite all of the changes, the results have largely been positive. Since 
conceding five goals in their first two games of the year, games that saw New 
England start the same back four each time, the club has allowed just two goals 
in the last six games, using five different back four combos. 

The most change has come at right back where four different players have 
already started for Jay Heaps. Kevin Alston started each of the first two games 
before exiting the loss to NYC FC with a hamstring injury. Jeremy Hall started 
there in the home opener against Montreal before Darrius Barnes claimed the 
position for the next three. However, Barnes was forced to undergo left knee 
surgery last week, opening the door for London Woodberry, who has started and 
played 90 minutes in each of the last two games. Prior to this season, Wood- 
berry had started just three times in MLS, playing the full 90 minutes just twice. 

In central defense, Andrew Farrell has played the full 90 minutes in all eight 
games, but he has been paired with Jose Goncalves five times, Jermaine Jones 
twice and Darrius Barnes once. At left back, Chris Tierney started the first five 
games before an ankle injury kept him out of the 0-0 draw with Columbus on 
April 11. He came off the bench a week later in Philadelphia before returning to 
the starting lineup against RSL. 

SHUTTLEWORTH’S SHUTOUT RATE DOUBLES 

Goalkeeper Bobby Shuttleworth recorded his fourth shutout of the season in the 
Revs’ 4-0 win last Saturday against RSL, pushing his career shutout total to 25. 
Through eight games this season, Shuttleworth has averaged one shutout every 
two games, and his current shutout total is already at half of what it was for the 
entire 2014 season. In 2014, Shuttleworth made 32 appearances and posted 
eight shutouts - a rate of one shutout every four games. Should Shuttleworth 
make the same number of appearances and continue at the same rate of posting 
one shutout every two games, his 2015 total will reach 16 - setting a new club 
record. The current Revolution record for shutouts in a season by one player is 
10, which was set by Matt Reis in 2005 and then matched in 2006 and 2007. In 
2013, the Revs’ set a club record by recording 14 clean sheets with Shuttleworth 
setting a career-high with nine and Reis adding four more. 

Just one of Shuttleworth’s 25 regular-season shutouts in a Revolution shirt has 
come against the Red Bulls. In his nine all-time appearances against them, the 
only time Shuttleworth registered a clean sheet was in a 2-0 New England win 
on July 8,2012, which is the last time the Revolution beat the Red Bulls in the 
regular season. 


GOAL CLOSED IN OPEN PLAY 

By keeping a clean sheet last wekeend against Real Salt Lake, the Revolution 
extended their streak of not conceding a goal from open play to 546 minutes. 
That run stretches back to the club’s second game of the season, a 2-0 loss to 
NYC FC at Yankee Stadium, when former Rev Patrick Mullins scored in the 84th 
minute. Since then, the club has allowed two goals, but one came via a Chris 
Wondolowski penalty kick and the other was from a Cristian Maidana free kick in 
Philadelphia. 

JONES STARTING = POINTS FOR THE REVS 

Since Jermaine Jones joined the Revolution in August 2014, the club has gone 
12-3-3 in regular-season play and and an additional 3-1-1 in the MLS Cup Play¬ 
offs. However, of those 23 games, Jones has started 15 of them, including 10 in 
the regular season. In those 10 games, the Revs are 8-0-2, compared to 2-1-0 
when he comes off the bench and 2-2-1 when he is not in the squad. 

While Jones has never faced the Red Bulls in the regular season, he was an 
ever-present fixture in the Eastern Conference Championship last season, set¬ 
ting up Teal Bunbury’s opener in the first leg at Red Bull Arena and then scoring 
the game-winning goal in the 85th minute of that game. Over the 180 minutes of 
the series, Jones was fouled 10 times, including seven times in the first leg. No 
Revolution player had been fouled as many times in a playoff game since 2005. 

In the three games that Jones has played this season, two of which have seen 
him play in central defense, the Revs have allowed just one goal while scoring 
six. 

HOMETOWN HEROES HELP THE REVS WIN 

Three New England natives scored last weekend for the Revs with Scott 
Caldwell and Chris Tierney each scoring their first goal of the season and Charlie 
Davies adding his second. This was the first time in Revolution history that three 
different New England natives scored for the club in a regular-season game. 

On the season, New England products have combined to score four of the Revs’ 
10 goals and three of their 10 assists through the first eight games. Charlie Da¬ 
vies (Manchester, N.H.) has two goals, while Scott Caldwell (Braintree, Mass.) 
and Chris Tierney (Wellesley, Mass.) have each scored one goal and recorded 
one assist, and Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.) has recorded one assist 
for head coach Jay Heaps (Longmeadow, Mass.). Last season, those four New 
England natives combined to score nine of the club’s 51 goals and record 15 of 
49 assists. 

The Revs’ local stars played a pivotal role in the club beating New York in the 
2014 Eastern Conference Championship as Davies scored both goals in the 
second leg of that series at Gillette Stadium while Tierney assisted on both of 
those goals and Caldwell picked up an assist on the series-winning goal in the 
70th minute of that game as the Revs earned a 2-2 draw and a 4-3 series win on 
aggregate to advance to MLS Cup. 

PLAYING AS THE CONFERENCE CHAMPIONS 

The Revolution won their fifth Eastern Conference Championship in 2014, 
defeating the New York Red Bulls 4-3 on aggregate for the right to play for MLS 
Cup. That was the fifth time that New England had reached MLS Cup, good 
for the third-most in MLS history, and the first since 2007, equaling the longest 
stretch in club history without an appearance in the league’s championship. 

The Revs have finished each season as reigning conference champions with 
more wins than losses and have failed to reach the Conference Championship 
just once. 
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FLAG OF NEW ENGLAND 


Long before the sewing of the American 
flag as we know it -- before there were 
the United States, and hundreds of years 
before its slightly-altered stars and stripes 
emerged on the Revolution club badge - a 
flag of a different design was flown proudly 
in the early colonies that now comprise 
New England. 

Historic Revolutionary War artist John Trumbull’s depiction of the Battle of Bunker Hill 
featured a red flag with a green pine tree, which often served as a representation of the 
New England colonies. While historians argue the exact dates of origin of this early flag, 
over time, the design stood out as a symbol of honor for the territory. 

It was a reflection of unification. It’s fbwn as an homage to the region’s pride and pas¬ 
sion. 

No group has more pride or passion than Revolution supporters, who have fbwn the flag 
of New England in Gillette Stadium, and the former Foxboro Stadium, since the club’s 
inception in 1996. 

With such a deep connection to both club and country on many different levels, the flag 
of New England now adorns the Revolution uniforms - both as testament to the region’s 
revolutionary history, and as a visual representation of the club’s supporters. 

Situated at the base of the neck on the back of the club’s primary jersey and the serving 
as the inspiration for the club’s secondary kit, the flag of New England now lives in honor 
on every New England Revolution jersey. 

With the flag of New England playing such a prominent role in the Revs’ uniforms, the 
players and supporters alike are reminded that the club holds true to its community’s 
historic roots and continues to proudly represent the historic region of New England, 
while symbolically bringing the supporters onto the field for each and every game.

Jay Heaps is in his fourth season as the head coach of the New England Revolution after taking the reigns of the club following the 2011 season. In his first three years on the bench, 
Heaps transformed the Revs from a five-win club that finished at the bottom of the Eastern Conference to the 2014 Eastern Conference Championship while playing an open and attrac¬ 
tive brand of soccer that has come to define the new-look Revolution. 

Over the course of his time with the Revolution, Heaps has transformed the club’s roster with just five players (Kevin Alston, Darrius Barnes, Diego Fagundez, Bobby Shuttleworth and 
Chris Tierney) remaining from when he was named the sixth head coach in club history in November 2011. Smart drafting has yielded players like Andrew Farrell and Kelyn Rowe while 
players such as Teal Bunbury, Charlie Davies and Lee Nguyen have all seen their MLS careers revitalized under the tutelage of the 38-year-old’s tutelage. That group, along with the likes 
of Juan Agudelo, Scott Caldwell, captain Jose Goncalves and Jermaine Jones - all signed by New England since Heaps was named head coach - forms the core of today’s New England 
Revolution. 

That group , with the exception of Agudelo, nearly led the Revs to their first MLS Cup championship in 2014, only to fall just shy, losing 2-1 in extra time to the host LA Galaxy. The Revs 
equaled a club record for wins that season and ended the year on a 9-1-1 run that saw the club finish second in the Eastern Conference with 55 points, which were the second-most in 
club history. The team was even better in the playoffs, scoring a record seven goals to beat Columbus 7-3 on aggregate before knocking off New York 4-3 on aggregate in the Eastern 
Conference Championship for the first time since 2007 when Heaps was still playing for the Revs. 

Prior to being named the head coach of the Revolution, Heaps spent nine seasons as a player with the club. He ranks third in club hisory with 243 regular season games played and 
helped New England reach MLS Cup four times while winning the 2007 U.S. Open Cup and the 2008 SuperLiga. He served as an analyst on Revolution television broadcasts in 2010
